dead humpback whale that washed up 

off the Village of Southampton on De- 
cember 2 floated east and got stuck on a sand- 
bar in the ocean off Napeague near Montauk 
a day later, officials said. 

The Atlantic Marine Conservation Society. 

Officials said the 31- 
foot whale could not be reached because it 
was still in the water. 

“While we know that humpback whales are 
seasonal migrators that travel south to warm- 
er climates during the winter months, we are 
still receiving several reports of humpback 
whales in our waters,” the nonprofit stated.

Shelter Island OKs Housing Referendum

n a dramatic come-from-behind victory, Shelter 

Island voters approved a referendum that creates 
a tax to help fund new affordable housing projects, 
reversing a lead that opponents held in early election 
returns. 

Suffolk County ballot proposition No. 3, as the 
Peconic Bay Region Community Housing ‘Fund 
(CHF) question before voters on Election Day was 
known, passed by a 15-vote margin with 934 in favor 


and 919 opposed, county board of elections officials. 


told Dan’s Papers. Opponents led by eight votes on 
election night. The results were certified on Decem- 
ber 2 after the agency completed re all the 
paper ballots in the election. 


“Obviously, the town board is happy that the pro- 


cess was followed through and the result is what we 


were hoping for,” Shelter Island Town Supervisor - 


Gerard F. Siller said. “Shelter Island was the only 
East End Town with an active group opposed to the 
fund. This group was well funded and held an ad 


campaign that was based on falsehoods. Thankfully, 
the majority saw eee) this campaign and sup- 
ported the proposition.” 

The proposition also passed in the towns of East 
Hampton, Southampton and Southold, but River- 
head declined to put it up for a vote. It was one of 
three propositions on ballots. The other two — one | 
authorizing New York State to borrow $4.2 billion 
to replenish its environmental fund and the other 
limiting the county executive and county legislators 
to 12 years in office — also passed. 

The CHF enacts a 0.5% real estate transfer tax on 
property sales. The idea is modeled after the Com- 
munity Preservation Fund, which created a 2% real 
estate tax 20 years ago that enables local govern- 
ments to preserve open space. 

“I am heartened that in all four towns. which 
sought to create Community Housing Funds, the 
voters gave approval,” said Assemblyman Fred W. 
Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor). “Thoughtful implemen- 
tation is imperative if the CHF is to enjoy the same ~

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Epstein Executor 
With Hamptons 
Home Settles Suit

he Water Mill home-owning accountant 
4 and co-executor of the estate for late con- 
victed pedophile and accused sex trafficker 
Jeffrey Epstein has settled a lawsuit filed by 
the U.S. Virgin Islands. 
_ Attorneys for Richard Khan, who has 
served as co-executor along with Epstein’s 
longtime Glen Cove native attorney Darren 
Indyke, reached an agreement to settle the 
case for $105 million. The duo, who authori- 
ties in the U.S. Virgin Islands accused of be- 
ing Epstein’s co-captains, will not have to 
admit wrongdoing as a part of the settlement. 
_ “We are sending a clear message that the 
Virgin Islands will not serve as a haven for 
human trafficking,” Attorney General for the 
U.S. Virgin Islands Denise N. George said De- 
cember 1. 
‘The settlement also includes half of the 
proceeds from the sale of Little St. James, aka 
Pedophile Island, the private island on which 
Epstein resided and where many of his crimes 
occurred. The total cash value of the settle- 
ment will increase once the island is sold. 
The settlement also will return to the Vir- 
gin Islands more than $80 million in eco- 
nomic development tax benefits that Epstein 
and his co-defendants fraudulently obtained 
to fuel his criminal enterprise.

Filmmaker and

Manhattan filmmaker and _his ex-girlfriend 
were arrested for allegedly stealing more than 
$1 million worth of cash, jewelry, wine, firearms, 
and other valuables from the Sag Harbor and Man- 
hattan homes of the woman’s other ex-boyfriend's 
wealthy new lover, Suffolk County authorities said. 
A grand jury indicted on December 2 Raymond 
Bouderau, 49, of Manhattan, and his 57-year-old ac- 
complice Jacqueline Jewett of Connecticut on charg- 
es of burglary and grand larceny. Bouderau was also 
charged with conspiracy after investigators said he 


_ helped orchestrate a scheme to commit the burglary 


while the victim was on vacation. 
“Thanks to the coordination between our partners 


in the New York State Police and the Suffolk County 
District Attorney’s office, we were able to quickly 
solve this case,” said Sag Harbor Police Chief Austin 
J. McGuire. ee 

Police responded to a report of a burglary at the 
victim’s Sag Harbor home on September 27, two 
days after authorities said the suspects broke in 
through a basement window, cut electricity to part 
of the home, turned off the circuit breakers and ran- 
sacked the residence, compromising several safes 
inside, police said. 

Authorities later determined that the victim’s 
Manhattan home was also burglarized on the same 
day. 

Text messages between the suspects detailed their 
plan, authorities said. 

Investigators found the victim’s stolen property 
when they executed a search warrant at Bouderau’s 
home, where 750 grams of a ketamine was also 
found, prosecutors said. 

East Hampton Town Justice Court Judge Steven 
Tekulsky ordered Bouderau held without bail and 
set bail for Jewett at $200,000 cash, $400,00 bond 
or $650,000 partially secured bond. : 

Attorneys for the pair were not immediately avail- 
able for comment.

Cheri Pierson filed the lawsuit under the New York 


- State Adult Survivor's Act, which opened a window 


for plaintiffs to file claims on cases in which the stat- 
ute of limitations had expired, similar to the Child 
Victims Act. She named as a codefendant the person 
who introduced them: Jeffrey Epstein, the late con- 
victed pedophile and accused sex trafficker. 


“Thanks to the passage of the Adult Survivor's 
Act, survivors of sexual violence like our client Ms. 
Pierson can seek the justice they deserve no matter 
how many years ago their trauma was suffered,” said 
Jeanne Christensen, of the law firm Wigdor LLC. 

Pierson alleged that Epstein introduced her to 
Black, who raped her in Epstein’s Manhattan home. 

Black, the former-CEO of the private equity firm 
Apollo Global Management who is reportedly worth 
$9 billion, issued a statement through his attorney 
calling the allegations “categorically false and part 
of a scheme to extort money from Mr. Black by 
threatening to destroy his reputation.” 
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Reenactments and Gun Laws

any of the villages out here on 

the East End date their found- 
ing back to the 1600s. Their first set- 
tlers gave their allegiance to the king 
of England, did their transactions in 
pence and shillings and were happy 
that, since they were so few, they were 
backed up by a thriving European 
empire. 

As we all know, it didn’t last. And 
beginning in 1776, the settlers here 
joined with others and eventually pre- 
vailed to found the United States of 
America. 

Yes, there were several battles out 
here during that war. And on occa- 
sion, reenactments of them have taken 
place where some local residents dress 
up as Redcoats and others dress up as 
militiamen, and usually on the an- 
niversary of when these battles have 
taken place, have it out with muskets 
shooting, cannons thundering and 
swords clashing. All in fun, of course. 
Nobody gets injured or anything. But 
the public, sometimes heeding to a 
warning, stays off the streets for a few 
hours while these folks have it out. 

The last time a reenactment took 
place that I can recall was in 2008. I 
-remember one night visiting a week- 
end encampment of the Bridgehamp- 
ton Militia, played by members of 
the Huntington Militia, (yes, there 
is today such an organization) which 
set up camp at Mulford Farm in East 
Hampton. They were preparing for 
the battle, which originally took place 
in downtown Sag Harbor in 1813, but 
would now be reenacted on the up- 
coming Saturday night and Sunday 
morning. g 

This past June, however, and then 
again in September, gun laws in the 
state of New York were modified, 
getting struck down by the Supreme 
Court in that earlier month, and then 
voted back in with some changes 
in September by Albany to give the 
courts another group of powerful state 
laws to chew on. And this has resulted 
in the cancellations of some scheduled 
battle reenactments around the state. 
It’s the strangest thing. 

The law struck down by the Su- 
preme Court in June required that 
. people in New York State who wish to 
carry a concealed gun outside of their 
home must prove proper cause. If you 
did not have a reason, you could not 
conceal carry. 

The problem with the reenactments 
came about when, in September, law-

makers in Albany passed a replace- 
ment law that took another approach. 
Yes, a person could have a concealed 
carry. But they were not to be permit- 
ted in parks, government buildings, 
libraries, museums and a whole list of 
other places. 

As a result of this, several scheduled 
reenactments, nearly all scheduled to 
take place in upstate New York, were 
canceled. 

One was to take place on 
Rogers Island in Saratoga 
Springs. 

“We've been getting re- 
ports from units that were 
supposed to attend that 
they don’t feel comfortable 
transporting or bringing mus- 
kets to the site,” re-enactor Harold 
Nicholson said, according to the As- 
sociated Press. “And so at that point, 
we decided that it was probably best 
not to go ahead.” 

Another battle canceled over the 


last several months was the scheduled 
reenactment of a 1777 revolutionary 
war raid at the Fort Klock historic site 
in the Mohawk Valley. 

_“The reason why we canceled it was 
for fear of exposing the people we in- 
vited to the event to prosecution for 
committing a felony,” Robert Metzger, 
the chairman of the board of Fort 
Klock Historic Restoration told the 
AP. He also said they canceled 
for fear of losing their state 
charter. Also, he said, some 
Canadian reenactors called 

to say they would not be 

coming down for the event. 
(They would have been 
Redcoats.) 

There are really only two 
revolutionary events that can be re- 
enacted on the East End. One of them 
took place in December 1777 involving 
Southold and Sag Harbor. The other 
occurred in 1813, not in the Revo- 
lutionary War but during the War of 


1812. Both were battles with British 
Redcoats. The 1813 battle took place 
in much of downtown Sag Harbor. 

In 1777, after the British defeated 
the Americans in the Battle of Long 
Island at Brooklyn in 1776, sending 
our army off to a winter encampment 
at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, all of 
Long Island came under British oc- 
cupation. Most residents of Long Is- 
land had to sign pledges of loyalty to 
the king. And those who would not 
do so, to avoid imprisonment, fled by 
boat across Long Island Sound to Con- 
necticut, where the rebels still held 
control. ’ 

In Connecticut, a group of about 
240 rebels, mostly displaced Long Is- 
landers, put together a scheme to raid 
a British encampment on Long Wharf 
in Sag Harbor. On the night of May 27, 
1777, this group, headed up by Colonel 
Return Jonathan Meigs Sr., rowed 
whaleboats across Long Island Sound 
carried their boats across the strip of 
land at Southold separating the Sound 
from Peconic Bay, re-launched their 
boats and rowed further south to come 
ashore at 2 a.m. at Noyac, four miles 
west of town. Armed with muskets, 
they walked the four miles to Long 
Wharf, fired shots at the Redcoats’ 
encampment, demanded their sur- 
render, and so took 90 of them back as 
prisoners to Connecticut the way they 
came. Before leaving, they burned all 
the supplies the British had stored at 
Long Wharf. There were no American 
casualties; six British soldiers were 


. killed and 12 small boats sunk. 


In the War of 1812, the British were 


_ stopping American ships at sea and 


impressing — kidnapping might be a 
better term — their American crews 
into the British Navy, saying these 
people were English. The Americans 
declared war. And in response, the 
British sent Men O’ War to bombard, 
then land and set fire to port towns up 
and down the east coasts of America. 
In the summer of 1813, 100 Redcoats 
landed at Long Wharf, Sag Harbor, 
and proceeded to burn down the town, 
but then found themselves under rebel 
fire from a cannons set up atop nearby 
Turkey Hill. This fire, together with 
attacks by other militiamen stationed 
on the beaches nearby, drove the Brit- 
ish off. And Sag Harbor survived. And 
thrived. 

Albany says they intend to revise 
the new law against guns in parks. 
Presumably it will specifically list 
Revolutionary War muskets and can- 
nons as exempt.

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End Fines: Montauk 
Businesses at Odds With | 
Kast Hampton Town

hough it’s been a Montauk insti- 

tution since 1920 and has oper- 
ated as a nightclub since at least the 
1960s, Shagwong Tavern has racked 
up a bunch of tickets over the summer 
because they allowed dancing on the 
premises. 

“We don’t understand why the town 
is fighting us to change our use, which 
has always been how Shagwong Tav- 
ern has operated,” says, Jon Krasner, 
who’s owned the establishment for the 
past seven years. 

Krasner hired an attorney to appear 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to prove that Shagwong has operated 
this way for many years without inter- 
ference. A big brouhaha is being made 
over dancing on Saturdays in summer 
— a total of 12 days in the entire year, 
Krasner asserts. 

“The pendulum shouldn’t swing so 
far to one side for 12 nights out of 365 
nights,” he says. 


‘Krasner’s problems appear to be 
part of a pattern multiple businesses 
say they have encountered soon after 
the Town of East Hampton lifted its 
COVID-19 emergency declaration in 
April 2022. 

COMPLAINTS FROM THE 
CHAMBER 

Since April, several Montauk busi- 
nesses have had issues with the town 
and its enforcement, notes Paul Mon- 
te, president of the Montauk Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“There have been issues with re- 
spect to outdoor dining,” says Monte, 
who also chairs the town’s business 
committee. “There have been issues 
with respect to occupancies. There 
have been issues with respect to no- 
tice of violations.” 

Many chamber members feel there 
was no real transition period after the 
lifting of the emergency declaration, 
even though there were still many im- 
pediments to going back to doing busi- 
ness as usual, such as people not being

comfortable with dining indoors. 

During the two-year emergency 
period, restaurateurs were permitted 
to move up to 100% of their indoor 
seating outdoors, as long as they filed 
plans with the fire marshal, placed 
tables in a safe manner and didn’t im- 
pede pedestrian traffic. 

After April, the town abruptly 
changed their enforcement methodol- 
ogy. 

“Notices would come in the mail 
weeks, sometimes a month later, be- 
cause of the way they were filing the 
notices of violation,” Monte says. “And 
people were being hauled into the 
State Liquor Authority for violations 
that they never even knew they had.” 

In the past, violations were noticed 
to the on-duty manager, who'd be 
given an opportunity to rectify the 
problem right away, by asking people 
to leave and being more vigilant in the 
future. 

“There was no advance notice that 
the enforcement agencies were going 
to come down so hard and so differ- 
ently on all of that before they did,” 
Monte says. 

Many of the impacted chamber 
members have been in business for 
years in Montauk and were very 
upset by this new, super-charged 
enforcement. 


During the peak of COVID, busi- 
nesses demonstrated that outdoor do- 
ing can be done safely and efficiently, 
yet as soon as they could do so, town 
officials reverted back to the stringent 
policy without giving anyone the op- 
portunity to adjust, adds Monte. 

COMMUNICATION IS KEY 

Members of the chamber have been 
in touch with the town to address 
their concerns and will continue to 
advocate to the town board to “find 
a healthy middle ground that allows 
businesses to operate, the public to be 
safe, and the town and its residents to 
feel that everything is being done rea- 
sonably,” Monte says. 

A member of the Montauk Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Lewis Gross says 
many Montauk restaurants and hotel 
business owners feel like they’ve been 
vilified by the town which doesn’t 
communicate with them, despite 
their being the major employers of the 
hamlet. 

“What we would like to see is bet- 
ter communication,” Gross says. “If 
there’s something a restaurant does 
they don't like, they should let the 
restaurant know rather than immedi- 
ately file a complaint with the liquor 
authority or put people’s livelihoods at 
risk without any notice.” 

Krasner concurs that sending noti- 
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fications of restaurant infractions to’ 


the State Liquor Authority is a serious 
matter. 

“That goes on our record forever, 
whether we're guilty or not guilty,” 
Krasner says. “If this is public safety 
and we want to all work together, 
please keep it in-house.” 

- Though he believes government 
and businesses are trying to do the 
right thing, Krasner says things have 
become misguided on both sides and 
communication needs to improve. 

“Businesses are the lifeline of the 
town; the government is supposed to 
run the town,” Krasner says. “We have 
to work together.” 

Through the years, the Town of East 
Hampton has monitored outdoor din- 
ing and with COVID, the state allowed 
for businesses to be creative, using 
right of ways and other adjoining 
properties for outdoor dining, notes 
East Hampton Councilman David 
Lys. ‘ 

Recognizing the benefits of extend- 
ing dining outdoors during the pan- 
demic, the town board passed legisla- 
tion allowing businesses, if they met 
criteria, to offer it.

“The town board was allowed to do 
that on properties that the town con- 
trolled, not on properties which other 
municipalities controlled, such as the 
county or the state,” Lys says, adding 
that the town recently worked out 
an agreement wih the state to utilize 


Route 27, a state roadway. 

After the executive orders were ter- 
minated on both state and town lev- 
els, town officials had to revert back to 
the town code and met with Montauk 
chamber members early in the sum- 
mer, months later than they typically 


meet, Lys says. 

In the future, these town/eham- - 
ber meetings should happen in mid- 
March, advises Lys. 

“I always say, ‘If you’re not busy by 
St. Paddy’s Day, you're already behind 
for the summer season,” Lys says, 
adding that they should review new 
legislation as well as older regulations 
when they meet. 

The goal, Lys says, is to ensure tour- 
ists can enjoy the area, safely, effec- 
tively, and within the character of the 
community. 

“Unfortunately, it was maybe a little 
too late last season, but we got to it 
and we look forward to working out- 
reach with the business community 
earlier this [coming] year,” Lys says.

FAIRFIELD PROPERTIES PURCHASED AN APARTMENT COM

ye apartment complex that offers much- 
ought affordable housing in Hampton Bays 
sold recently and while oftentimes a trade signals 
the end of affordable housing, the buyers will 
continue to rent the apartments out for affordable 
housing purposes. 

“Obviously affordable housing is very tricky out 
_ here which is why this was in very high demand,” 
says Jeffrey Sztorc, a commercial and investment 
property specialist of Compass, who sold the 
property with his partner, Hal Zwick. 

The rare multi-family complex at 164. West 
Montauk Highway sold for $4.275 million about 
a month ago — the same property was recorded 
in the deeds as selling for $1.9 million in January 
of 2022. 

Fairfield Properties, a Melville-based owner 
and developer of commercial real estate that man- 
ages many complexes throughout Long Island, is 
the most recent buyer. While the firm owns apart- 
ment complexes from Queens to Suffolk County, 
this is now the complex furthest to the east. Fair- 
field owns three complexes in Riverhead and two 
in Westhampton. 


This complex is now called Fairfield Estates at — 


Hampton Bays.

Though considered affordable housing units, 
they are not overseen by the Town of Southamp- 
ton but are privately owned.

The 8,800-square-foot building is in great 
shape, Sztorc says. There are six one-bedroom 
units, a pair of two-bedroom units and one three- 
bedroom unit. There were originally 10 apart- 
ments and two were combined, but they could 
easily be converted back. 

The complex, which sits on a 0.9-acre parcel, is 
a prime location for an apartment building being 
only a quarter-mile to the center of downtown 
Hampton Bays.

One exam- 
ple is at 58 Howard Street in Sag Harbor Village, 
a multi-structure, multi-family offering listed at 
nearly $6.5 million. 

There is a traditional main house that has 
three bedrooms and four bathrooms, all recently 
renovated this year after selling in 2021 for $4.2 
million, as well as an apartment building behind 
it with five apartments. There are four two-bed- 
room units and a single one-bedroom unit, that 
boasts a separate shared space from the main 
house, as well as a large parking lot (a real bonus 
in busy Sag Harbor Village). 

Since housing is always at a premium in the 
Hamptons, especially in the sought-after village,

What is the name of this piece, and what in- 
spired you to paint The Big Duck?

I 
was inspired to paint The Big Duck sculpture because 
it is an interesting symbol from the history of Eastern 
Long Island duck farming. I considered painting it 
during various seasons, but decided it was so attrac- 
tive adorned for the winter holidays. 


What did the creation process for this par- 
ticular painting entail? 

My husband and I visited The Big Duck and took 
photos in August of this year. We liked the late sum- 
mer floral displays around the duck that day; but were 
impressed with the photo by Friends of the Duck dur- 
ing the holiday lighting in 2021, which I based my wa- 
tercolor painting on.

ing surprised during the process of making a paint- 
ing how the painting takes over my creative process. I 
may start out thinking one thing, and it gets expanded 
upon during the doing. Painting for me has increased 
my observational skills, resulting in seeing all the po- 
tential scenes around me still waiting to be painted. 


How do your art inspirations shift in the 
winter? : 

The winter light and skyscapes are beautiful with 
their dramatic cloud formations. Snow adds its own 
changes to the seascapes and landscapes. It can be the 
sparkle of the snow and how it reflects light from the 
moon or sun. Tree and shrub branches become lacey 
works of art in the winter. The whirling snowfalls and 
winter storms can be an inspiration for me.

Pinch of salt 

4 ¥% ounces butter, chopped into 
small cubes 

1 egg 

METHOD 
In the bowl of an electric mixer 
(such as a KitchenAid) fitted with the 
paddle, combine the confectioners’ 
sugar, flour, salt, butter and egg. Form 


the dough into a ball and refrigerate it _ 


for at least 1 hour. 

Roll out the dough 1/8-inch thick 
to fit a 10-inch tart shell mold. Fit the 
dough into the tart mold and freeze it 
for 1 hour before baking. Bake the tart 


shell in an oven preheated to 325°F 
for 15 minutes, or until the crust is 
golden, and reserve it. 


GINGER ALMOND FILLING 

' INGREDIENTS 
_1 pound light brown sugar 

1 cup blanched sliced almonds 

3 tablespoons heavy cream 

1 tablespoon grated fresh gingerroot 

6 ounces unsalted butter 

4 large egg yolks 

Confectioners’ sugar for dusting the 
top of the tart 

Unsweetened whipped cream 

METHOD 

In a saucepan combine the brown 
sugar, almonds, cream, grated ginger- 
root and butter, cook the mixture over 
moderate heat, stirring constantly 
with a wooden spoon, until it is lique- 
fied but not too hot. Rapidly stir in the 
egg yolks. 

Pour the mixture into the reserved 
tart shell and bake it in a preheated 
240°F oven for 45 minutes to 1 hour, 
or until it is semi-firm and the top 
looks shiny. Remove the tart and let

it cool for at least 3 hours before un- 
molding. 

TO SERVE 

Sprinkle the tart with the confec- 


tioners’ sugar and slice it into 8 pieces. 
Serve each slice with the unsweetened 
whipped cream.

he divorce rate for first marriages is 48%. Cou- 
ples marrying for the second time divorce at a 
rate of 67%. And unfortunately, third marriages end 
at an abysmal rate of 73%. Clearly, people need to do 
a much better job when it comes to making what I 
believe is probably the most important decision of 
our lives: Deciding who they choose to marry.

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Fishing Guy: 
Season’s End 
Draws Near 


BY GUY MORALES : 


hey say that doing the same thing repeatedly 

and expecting a different result is the definition 
of insanity ... unless you're a fisherman. For many of 
us, this fall was frustrating, having to put in some 
serious hours to get on a decent striper bite. With 
the crazy weather we've had, even the people fishing 
from their boats had to work hard to get on the fish. 

From Montauk to Jones Beach, the bass were here 
today, gone tomorrow. Some places barely turned 
on at all for striped bass. It seemed to take a long 
time for the water temps to get low enough for large 
groups of fish to run through, so when any sizable 
fish were around, you better have been out there. 

With a diamond jig doing the job during the day, 
it’s been the needle fish that have done it for me at 
night this last month of the season. It seemed like 
the larger needle fish (blurple) on those dark nights 
kept the bigger bass hitting with my largest of the fall 
weighing 26 lbs. and reaching 40 inches long. 

Montauk had a slow start for bass but it picked up 
with a fairly strong finish with fish up to 50 lbs. com- 
ing up from the surf. Large needlefish plugs and bot- 
tle plugs get the job done this fall. Fishing out here 
is its own sport and is not for someone who’s new 
to surfcasting-style fishing. Attempting to go out to 
fish Montauk without the proper gear and an expe- 
rienced fisherman guide can get a person injured or 
worse. 

Cupsogue has had more frequent action for striped 
bass in the last few weeks and is your best bet for 
some early morning fishing. The inlet, as well as out 
front, has had some larger fish coming up in the early 


mornings and even during the daytime on diamond > 


jigs and swim shad. The outgoing tide has been the 
best time to be out there with a line in the water. 
These mornings are getting colder and colder, so by 
now if you're surfcasting, you need those neoprene 
waders and all of your cold weather gear. December 
15 is getting closer to ending yet another striped bass 
season. 

Shinnecock has had plenty of good fishing this fall 
and it’s even been somewhat consistent, consider- 
ing the crazy weather we've had for much of this last 
month. Putting time in on the rocks paid off well for 
many fishermen at the inlet. These rocks get packed 
with hungry anglers from all over New York looking 
to get into some fish, so try to give folks plenty of 
room to keep from getting your lines tangled. 

Smith Point is where I started really getting into 
surfcasting. Id been fishing Long Island’s South 
Shore since I was a kid before getting lured in. I was 
hooked right away and will be out there until I’m 
physically unable to do it any longer. At this time 
last year I couldn't miss at Great Gun, but this year 
I haven't heard of anything going on making that 
drive worth it. I had one small striper on a small

sinking needlefish that wasn’t even picture-worthy, 
and a few bites. There were some larger fish coming 
up right out in front of the concession stand for a few 
days on diamond jigs and swim shad. 

Robert Moses Field 5 has been seeing some short 
bass with some slot-sized fish mixed in during the 
daytime on diamond jigs mostly. With the winds 
we've been having, an A27 diamond jig has been the 
easiest lure to have any kind of feel with and for cast- 
ing purposes. Needlefish are great for casting into 
the wind at night and with all the sand eels around, 
it’s a “must have” plug. 

Democrat Point has had a crazy fall with some 


people doing very well. There’ve been some nice slot- 
sized fish and even some oversized striped bass mov- 
ing throughout out front, in the inlet and even in the 
back bay late at night. The day bite has been the deal 
these last few weeks but the last of the season should 
see a better night bite with the new moon and follow- 
ing cycle. I plan to get at least one more keeper before 
the end of the season and I hope you do too. There’s 
nothing quite like fresh striped bass for the holidays. 

However you plan to spend your holiday, I wish 
you all the best and hope you end your fishing season 
on a high note. Just remember to be safe out there 
and until next spring ... catch ’em up!

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Jonathan Silin, 
A Lifetime of | 
Education

onathan Silin has lived a life devoted to edu- 
d cation. What began with 30 sent-off resumes 
reading, “I'd like to be hired as an early childhood 
teacher, and I have no training whatsoever,” evolved 
into a lifelong career in childhood education and 
scholarship. “I never looked back — never had second 
thoughts at that moment,” he says. 

Silin has served on the faculty of the Bank Street 
College of Education, where he earned his Master's 
Degree, worked as the editor in chief of the college’s 
Occasional Paper Series and written numerous essays 
and four books including Sex, Death, and the Educa- 
tion of Children: Our Passion for Ignorance in the Age 
of AIDS; My Father's Keeper: The Story of a Gay Son 
and His Aging Parents; and Early Childhood, Aging 
and the Life Cycle: Mapping Common Ground. 

At one point a Manhattanite, Silin has been visiting 
the East End since the 1960s and settled into Amagan- 
sett with his now-late life partner, photographer Rob- 
ert Giard, in the ’7os. A full-time resident from 1974 to 
2007, Silin now splits his time between his homes in 
Amagansett and Toronto, Canada. 

In 1977, Silin was a founding board member for the 
East End Gay Organization, which sought to create a 
strong gay community in the area via informational 
forums with gay writers and politicians, conscious- 
hess raising groups intended to help bridge the gap 
between the “very distinct cultures” of gay men and 
lesbians, and even trips to major protest events, such 
as the first March on Washington for Lesbian and Gay 
Rights in October of 1979. 

“A lot of the work in the early years of the organi- 
zation, when I was most active, was about creating a 
sense of community,” he says. “It’s not like Provinc- 
etown where you have people walking on the street 
easily identifiable as gay, you have gay shops, all of that 
— the East End is much different.” 

Silin’s HIV/AIDS advocacy efforts have also in- 
cluded speaking publicly about the biological and 
social symptoms of and the nuances of risk reduc- 
tion rhetoric, helping to establish a community-based 


CAS 
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AIDS agency and writing the article “The Language 
of AIDS: Public Fears, Pedagogical Responsibilities.” 
He has also fundraised for the cause — at one point in 
1983 he co-chaired a fundraiser at New York Times 
restaurant critic Craig Claiborne’s Northwest Woods 
home and raised over $100,000. 

What has been your greatest contribution to 
the field of early childhood education? 

I’m best well known in the field for having advo- 
cated, beginning in the 1980s, that we needed to be 
talking to children, young children, about the realities 
of their lives. Whether they were children who were 
growing in communities where there was a lot of drug 
addiction, HIV/AIDS, whatever it was that kids were 
experiencing, that needed to be part of the classroom 
conversation. More traditional people resisted me 
and that idea. They said kids were too fragile, couldn’t 
manage it, couldn’t think about death and dying, but 
I had, from the beginning, this feeling that if this is 
what kids were experiencing and knowing about, then 
that had to be part of the curriculum in the classroom. 
If the classroom did not reflect children’s lived reali- 
ties, children would be alienated from schooling, and 
adults would be abdicating their responsibility to sit 
alongside children in their difficult lives. ... 

In the world of scholarship, I’m probably best known 
for, as an out gay scholar, talking about the connec- 
tions between our personal and professional lives and 
not wanting to see my life as compartmentalized but 
to understand how our research agendas are connect- 
ed to the things that are important to us personally. I 
fought against (the notion that study researchers are 
objective, with no personal stake) heavily ... it’s better 
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ae 


to articulate it than to keep it buried or hidden. 

Is there a right age to learn about non- 
normative sexuality and gender expression? 

The short answer is no, there is not a right age. My 
notion is that knowledge about gender and sexuality 
develops from the time an infant enters the world. 
... Were deluding ourselves if we think that we're in- 
troducing topics at a certain age. You get this formal 
curriculum that says we can talk about masturbation 
when children are in 6th grade but not in 5th grade, or 
we can talk about gay lives in 3rd grade but not in 2nd 
grade. What I argue is that life is messy, and we do not 
develop in a linear way. ... If we’re not naming it in the 
classroom, some kid on the street or some kid they’re 
playing with is naming it and maybe misinforming, so 
I think the responsible adult position is living along- 
side children and helping them to make sense of the 
world. And that making sense includes questions of 
non-normative lifestyles and lives. In the newspapers 


- and media, there are stories about trans lives, nonbi- 


nary folks everywhere you turn. How can you not talk 
about it? Why would you make school so irrelevant to 
what kids.are struggling to understand? 

How can the school curriculum become 
more relevant to today’s students? ; 

What you have often in schools is the lived curricu- 
lum — which is what happens in the classroom, what 
children and teachers are talking about — and then 
you have the formal curriculum that’s laid out in the 
school district office ... We're living in a historical mo- 
ment where the pressures have never been greater to 
make the curriculum speak to the variety of standard- 
ized tests ... so what becomes important in schools is 
what's measurable, and if you can’t measure it, then it’s 
not important. But I think the most important things 
in life are not measurable. I think schools are places, 
now more than ever, where kids need to learn to be- 
come active citizens, experience democracy firsthand 
in the classroom, listen to others, entertain multiple 
perspectives, be able to articulate their own perspec- 
tives and deal with the complex community that is the 
classroom. ... There needs to be a balance. 

With so much insight to share about early 
childhood development, might you be work- 
ing on your next book? 

No, I’m not. I’m happy now — and I think this is a re- 
flection of my age — to be writing shorter pieces. I like 
short formats. They force you to be concise, to make a 
clear argument. ... I like commenting on things that 
are happening in my own life that have larger implica- 
tions for people. Recently, I’ve been publishing a set of 
essays that reflect renewed interest in my Jewish heri- 
tage and past. That’s been gratifying and interesting. ~

ndrew W. Eckey, of Sag Harbor, beloved husband 
f Patricia A. Eckey, died after a short illness on 
November 16.

He could always 
be counted on to help with any problems that arose 
throughout the day. 

He shared many close relationships with his co- 
workers: the drivers of the vehicles he kept opera- 


tional. He very much enjoyed his 40-plus years with 
the McCoy companies, up until just three short weeks 
before his passing. 

Eckey cherished the cruise vacations that he and 
his wife, Pat, took frequently. His favorite was their 
Hawaiian cruise, especially getting to witness the 


sites of Pearl Harbor. There were many other vaca- 


tions throughout the West that he enjoyed as well. 

Eckey’s other favorite pastimes included boating 
and fishing, particularly traveling by boat to Block 
Island, Newport and Essex Island.

Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks 

of the chimney can be a sign of too much 
moisture due to leakage. 


Consider Safety Precautions 

Keep combustible carpets or furniture as far 
away from the hearth as possible, make sure 
you’re using the proper tools to clean the 
fireplace, and never leave a fire unattended.

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Ed Flood: Suffolk’s Newest Assemblymember

astern Suffolk County’s newest Assemblymem- 

ber is named Ed Flood. Elected to represent As- 
sembly District 4 in the 2022 election, the Repub- 
lican defeated longtime member of the New York 
State Assembly, Democrat Steven Englebright, in 
a hotly contested election. Flood’s victory has been 
seen by many as a major upset, after Englebright 
served in the state Legislature for three decades. 

The Fourth Assembly District is wholly within the 
Town of Brookhaven. Including the northeast por- 
tion of the town, the district spans from Port Jeffer- 
son southward past Coram to Gordon Heights. The 
district, like all of the state’s legislative map, was re- 
cently redrawn. Each Assembly district represents 
approximately 130,000 residents. 

Flood is a resident of Port Jefferson and is a lawyer 
by trade. He has spent his entire life in Brookhaven, 
graduating from Comsewogue High School, class 
of 2000. He graduated from St. Joseph’s College in 
Patchogue and.then continued his education to law 
school, where he graduated with his Juris Doctor- 


ate from Western New England University School of ° 


Law, in Springfield, MA. 

Over the past several years, he has served in 
various positions in local and state government. 
Most recently, he was an assistant town attorney 
for the Town of Brookhaven, Suffolk’s largest local 
municipality. 

Prior to his role with the town of Brookhaven, 
Flood served as the chief of staff for then-Assem- 
blymember Dean Murray. From this, Flood brings 
with him a breadth of experience in state govern- 
ment matters. 

“It’s advantageous because as a former chief of 
staff, you know some of the ‘ins and outs’ of gov- 
ernment,” he says. “I know how to introduce bills, 
how the floor works or how to cosponsor another 
Assemblymember’s legislation. I also learned how 
to work across the aisle, working with the majority 
to get things done. 

“Having a basic understanding of the Assembly 
and the Chamber will give me a leg up, instead of 
learning everything on the fly,” he continues. “I 
think this will be advantageous to the constituents 
of the Fourth District throughout my first term.” 

In 2022, Flood ran with the backing of Suffolk 
County's Republican and Conservative parties. He 
was successful in his campaign, defeating Eng- 
lebright by just over two percentage points — which 
equates to 726 votes. 

“T started knocking on doors in June of last year. 
There was a positive reception to my message. 
People were fed up with the high cost of living, the 
- economy, the budgetary issues, as well as the in- 
crease in crime locally and statewide,” Flood says. 

Much like elsewhere on Long Island and in New 
York State, the major battle line of the political cam- 
paign was centered on the state’s bail reform law. 
Passed in 2019, bail reform enacted various changes 
to the state’s criminal justice system, including but

not limited to eliminating the use of cash bail for 
most misdemeanors and many felony charges. 

The new law motivated people to the polls, espe- 
cially those voters registered as Republicans and 
Conservatives. Flood notes that voters unaffiliated 
with any party were the deciding vote, which he at- 
tributes to frustration with how the aver is 
currently being run. 

“My message resonated with the voters that I met 
at their door,” Flood says. 

In this portion of Suffolk County, Flood’s vic- 
tory completed a sweep for Republican candidates, 
which included sending a new Republican member 
of Congress to Washington, re-electing Anthony 
Palumbo, and electing former-Assemblymember 
Dean Murray to the Senate. 

“I was able to campaign alongside my former boss, 
which was really cool,” Flood says. “We campaigned 
together a bunch. We knocked on doors together, 
talked with voters about our messages, and carried 
each other’s literature. 

“Now that we are both elected to office, there are 
many ways that we can continue to work together 
to benefit our shared constituents,” Flood contin- 

es. “There are even some bills that were never 
introduced after Dean left office that we worked on 


together, that we plan to reintroduce as two-house- 


bills.” 


Flood took a clear position on the bail reform is- 
sue in the campaign. He will fight to repeal this law, 
he says, and oppose various other measures, such as 


. Raise the Age, Less Is More, the HALT Act, and the 


Clean Slate Bill. With these at the top of his agenda, 
he takes office on January 1, 2023. 

“T want to make sure my constituents know that 
my door is always open and I am here to serve the 
needs of the community,” Flood says. “I am here to 
listen to the thoughts and opinions of my constitu- 


ents and serve their interests in Albany. It is not 


only what I feel is best for the community, it is what 
the community feels is best for the community. 

“I have been up to Albany in the days since the 
election, but I’ve spent more time in the district 
meeting with civic leaders and liaisons to various 
executive agencies, and I’ve got more meetings 
scheduled,” he continues. “I have spoken with other 
elected officials about how we can tackle issues to- 
gether, beginning on day one. 

“It’s my goal to continue to build relationships 
and connections in the Fourth Assembly District 
and across the state, to ensure that this district i is 
represented to its fullest,” Flood continues. 

Appealing to a broader swath of voters than pre- 
vious Republican candidates for office in this re- 
gion of Suffolk County, Assemblyman-elect Flood 
was. vocal about more political topics than just 
crime and safety. He advocated for parents’ rights 
in education, to secure proper funding for Long Is- 
land’s school districts, and to repair Long Island’s 
infrastructure. 

He also has goals to bring economic opportunity 
to the various parts of.the district while reducing 
overhead to the current business community and 
residents as a whole, He hopes to reduce the burden 
of costs on taxpayers and businesses that currently 
exist. 

Flood, who has been involved in local political af- 
fairs for nearly 25 years, first volunteered on a cam- 
paign in his early 20s. He has spent the majority 
of his life working to elect qualified and dedicated 
candidates to town, county, state and federal offices. 
Now, after a hard-fought race, he is elected to lead 
for his first two-year term in the “People’s House.” 

“It was a gratifying win for myself and my team. 
It took a lot of hard work from myself and various 
volunteers. The parties, our chairmen, the state 
organization and the law enforcement community 
came out in droves to support my candidacy. Quite 
frankly; I wouldn't have been successful without ev- 
eryone’s hard work,” Flood says. 

And now that the campaign is over, ue says it’s 
time to fulfill his promises and fight for the Fourth. 

“The novelty of winning has begun to wear off 
and now as Assemblyman, I have a job to do. There 
are countless important issues to address, and 
this is where the hard work really starts,” Flood 
concludes.
